ARTHUR GODFREY. When the stocky, friendly-looking red- 
heod walks out onto your TV screen, with his infectious 
big grin, millions of TV fans all over the country settle back 
contentedly, knowing they're in for another good time on one of 
Arthur Godfreys' many programs. But, as Arthur turns slowly and 
peers at the large audience out of one eye, he seems to be 
astonished that anybody has come to listen to him. Had you 
been able to look into his boyhood home in Hasbrouck Heights, 
New Jersey, you might understand his constant feeling of amaze- 
ment that he has come so far. You've probably heard lots, of rags* 
to-riches stories and this is another one — and absolutely true. 
The Godfreys were actually so poor that young Arthur and his sister couldn't go to 
school when it snowed because they hod no shoes to wear. Despite these hardships, 
their parents gave them many things that money could not hove provided. Their father 
was on adventurous Englishman, and fascinated them with tales of his younger days 
as cabin boy on a merchant ship. He was also a newspaper writer and a man with a 
gift for colorful story telling — and an unusually keen and compassionate mind. 
Their mother played the piano, and encouraged the children to learn and appreciate 
music. Arthur went into the Navy at an early age, perhaps encouraged by the sea- 
faring tales of his father. Even then, his warm personality was winning him the 
friendship of everyone he met. When he become a disc jockey in Baltimore, and later 
in Washington, this personality made him seem a personal friend to everyone who 
heard his voice. His popularity grew and grew until he became the man whose name 
is nbwahousehold wo/d to the millions and millions of Americans who have madehim 
their favorite television master of ceremonies; favorite TV star; and have voted two 
of his radio shows their favorite musical ond favorite variety programs. 




BOBBY CLARK. Bobby Clark is o classic example of the type, 
ef comedian that is fast disappearing from the American scene. 
He has the perfect background -- circus, vaudeville,, burlesque, 
Broadway plays, movies, radio and finally television. There 
bren't many comics with such excellent training, and there 
probably won't be any more. At the age of twelve, Bobby formed 
a vaudevilLe team with a friend, and aimed for the big time. He 
played the bugle, and the team also did a tumbling act. Due to a 
slightly pessimistic attitude on the part of his parents, however, 
his career did not get a full time start until five years later. At 
the age of seventeen he ran an advertisement in "BILLBOARD" 
claiming -he could do "Blackface, a' specialty, and double in brass." Not long 
ofterwards he got his first job — with a minstrel show -- . but the show folded up o 
few months later, stranding him out in the sticks. From there, he hooked up' with 
another minstrel show -- did o few weeks of vaudeville — and then was taken on 
as a clown with the Hagenbeck- Wallace Circus. He continued to work with circuses 
for the next six years. At the age of twenty three, he and his partner decided to quit 
ond take their chances with vaudeville, and they were on immediate success. In 1922, 
when Clark was thirty four, he took his act into New York's Music Box, for the first 
of the "Music Box Revues." After making a hit on Broadway, he went into a succes- 
sionofmusical shows, ond he wos in the big time to stay. Since then, Bobby Clark 
has been in musical comedies, has made hundreds of full length movies and short 
subjects, and has done radio and television guest appearances. You probably have 
seen him on such well known TV shows as Ed Sullivan's "Toast of the Town."
